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PUBLISHER'S NOTE 


There are over 80 Topic Collections in the Mass-Observation Archive at the 
University of Sussex covering issues ranging from Anti-Semitism and 
Commodities to Leisure and Work. These represent surveys and 
investigations carried out by Mass-Observation mainly between 1937 and 
1949, with some later files for the 1960s and 1970s. 


Together with the Worktown Collection these represent the raw material of 
the Mass-Observation Archive. Some of this was worked up into a polished 
form in the Publications which appear in Part 1 of this project. Brief details 
also appeared in the File Reports, some of which have been published in 
microfiche. But this is the first time that Topic Collections have been 
published in their entirety, giving scholars an opportunity to re-examine and 
re-interpret the extensive evidence that was gathered in the form of 
transcribed conversations, questionnaires, ‘overheards’ (literally overheard 
remarks), and reports. The files are also an important source of ephemeral 
evidence as observers gathered many pertinent pamphlets, leaflets, news 
cuttings and other evidence (including transcribed graffiti). 


Coverage of the Topic Collections commenced with Part 4 and 5 of this 
project, which focussed on social welfare and living conditions, covering: 
Reconstruction, Family Planning, Health, Day Nurseries, Adult & Higher 
Education, Post-War Hopes, Public Administration & Social Services in 
Wartime, Beveridge Report Surveys, Housing, Work, Fuel and Food. 


Parts 6-8 offered material on the Home Front During World War II, and topics 
such as: Evacuation, Youth, Children & Education, Women in Wartime, Anti- 
Semitism, Air-Raids, Propaganda & Morale, the 1940 London Survey, 
Conscientious Objection, Pacifism, Forces, Gas Masks and Dogs in Wartime. 


Part 9 offered material on Shopping, Personal Appearance & Clothes, as well 
as the Co-operative stores survey, Commercial Advertising and Commodities. 


This tenth part looks at Leisure and Entertainment, 1937-1951 including: 


Holidays, 1937-51 (TC 58) (2 boxes); 

Leisure, 1940-47 (TC 80, 6 boxes); 

Live Entertainment, 1938-1948 (TC 16, 6 boxes); 

Music, Dancing and Jazz, 1939-41 (TC 38, 8 boxes); 

Sport, 1939-47 (TC 82, 2 boxes); 

Astrology & Spiritualism, 1938-47 (TC 8, 1 box); 

Wall-chalkings, Jokes, Games and Jigsaws, 1937-41 (TC 41, 1 box) 


This will provide a treasure trove for social historians studying a wide range of 
cultural phenomena. 


The section on holidays takes us back to another age when foreign holidays 
were a rarity. The following account is typical of the novelistic detail to be 
found in the reports, which also convey the emotions of the subjects: 


‘At 4pm the shadows were creeping over me so | thought it was time for a 
bathe, so | dressed in slacks and went down. There was a bit of wind. | went 
Straight in for five minutes then lay full length on the shingle. There was less 
than a dozen in, but dozens lying on the beach. | shivered for a bit, then at 5 
the sun went in, there being much cloud, so | decided to have another bathe 
(just in and out) and walked home. We change in canvas huts.” 


There are descriptions of mill towns, where up to two thirds of the population 
go off on holiday at the same time — many to the same destination. There are 
reports of holiday camps and the industrialization of leisure — described by 
one observer as “a perfect opportunity to observe the consumers of mass- 
produced commodities.” There are accounts of changing habits in betting and 
smoking and of the ways in which workers save up throughout the year for 
their week in the sun (or the nearest they could get to it). 


The section on Live Entertainment starts with an in depth investigation of life 
at the circus and in fun-fairs. The observers talk with the owners, the artistes 
and the public who attend. There are even diary accounts of life on the road. 
There is also much on Pantomime, Music Hall, Cabaret and Theatre. Many 
Original programmes are included and contemporary cuttings, which provide a 
useful contrast to the records of observers. The humour in pantomimes is 
analysed in detail, including a note on all topical political references. 
Productions discussed run the full gamut from nude women in ‘artistic poses’ 
at the Windmill, to the latest performances of the Polish ballet. There are 
reports from theatres in Blackpool, Bridlington, Cambridge, Leeds, Liverpool, 


London, Newcastle, Northampton, Oxford, Sheffield, Southport, and 
Worcester. 


The section on Music, Dancing and Jazz will be of great interest to all those 
studying popular music and the emergence of swing and be-bop. There are 
detailed reports on the goings on at Peckham Pavilion and the Streatham 
Locarno, as well as in Bolton, Brighton, Canterbury, Ipswich, and Liverpool. 
Dance crazes such as the Lambeth Walk and the Chestnut Tree 
(immortalized by Orwell in 7984) are described in photographs and words. 
The Jazz reviews are tremendous. For instance: 


“Coleman Hawkins. 2.4.39 

Obs. impressions of his playing ... 

1 Colossal impression of energy ... 

2 The rasping sound which he produced ... 
3 The deep breaths which he took ... 

4 His style of playing ...” 


The review is thorough and appreciative. 


There is also excellent material on night clubs, Denmark Street, music 
publishers, and dancing - as well as a good collection of sheet music and 
music advertising. 


The section on Sport starts with a series of reports on the effect of the war on 
sport in Britain. There are files on angling, athletics, billiards, cricket, darts, 
football, golf, greyhound racing, horse racing, pigeon racing, rowing, rugby, 
snooker, speedway and swimming. These include many first-hand 
descriptions of matches and the crowds in attendance. For instance: 


“Arsenal were two up before half-time. Compton, D., smashing a shot from 
the penalty line, and for his second , shooting low into the net after an 
amazing dribble past at least five men.” 


This was a great period for Arsenal, with Leslie and Dennis Compton scoring 
14 goals in 3 matches! 


The box on astrology and spiritualism has material concerning psychic 
phenomena, psychometry and fortune telling, but is largely concerned with 
almanacs and horoscopes and popular perceptions regarding these. 


The final box contains a wide variety of disparate, but interesting, files. These 
include: 


Wall chalkings — an analysis of graffiti and street paintings; 
Jokes — taken from air-raids, the music hall, soldiers and elsewhere — 
in its own way, a barometer of public taste; 
Children's games — observed and described; 
e Toys — with catalogues from Harrod’s and Hamleys; 
e Jigsaw puzzles — describing the most popular designs. 


Countless study topics are suggested by even a casual glance through the 
files and the joy of the Mass-Observation files is that they are full of 
compelling, detailed accounts of moments in the lives of ordinary people.

COMMANDEERED | 
HOTELS MUDDLE 


PREMISES TAKEN & 
NOT OCCUPIED 


GUESTS WHO HAD TO 
MOVE TWICE 


A recent statement in THE DAILY 
TELEGRAPH that certain requisitioned 
hotels had been handed back to the 
proprietors and_ eventually  re- 
requisitioned is challenged by the] 

ce of Works. | 
_ This statement was based on informa- 
| tion supplied by the Hotels and Restau- 
rants Association. They now inform us 
that although there are no cases of actual 
re-requisitioning, there are instances of 
hotels being cleared of guests, staff and 
furniture and not being taken over offi- 
cClally for some time after the order to 
vacate. After several weeks some are 
still empty. 

The proprietor of a hotel in the West 
has written to the Hotels Association to 
report that his guests had to leave the 
hotel twice as a result of official 
wavering. : 

Two weeks before war broke out, he 
writes, his manageress was visited by a 
representative of the Office of Works, 
who notified her that the hotel might be 
requisitioned. Five days after the out- 
break of war a requisitioning officer 
ordered the manageress to empty the 
hotel of residents, visitors and staff. This 
was done, and guests found accommoda- | 
tion elsewhere. 


WAVERING AND DELAY 


Later the manageress was notified | 
that the hotel would not be required 
immediately and that the guests might 
return. They did so, and had to leave 
again sh the hotel was finally 
requisitioned. 

The owner of another hotel has written 
to the Association to say that the build- 
ing was taken over by the Office of Works 
on Sept. 7. On the order of a requisi- 
tioning officer the staff was dismissed 
and the business closed down. 

The Government department which 
was to have been housed in the hotel has 
not yet arrived, and, writes the owner, 
the Office of Works is continually chang- 
ing its mind about which effects it wants 
left in the hotel for official use, | 

A third hotel, a very large one, re“) 
quisitioned at the beginning of Septem- 
ber, has 50 rooms still unoccupied, 
although the owner has pleaded unsuc-| 
cessfully for two rooms to be put at his | 
disposal as an Office. 

The names of these hotels are in the 
possession of THE DAILY TELEGRAPH and 
the letters from their owners are on the 
files of the Hotels Association. 


COMPENSATION IN LAST WAR 


Compensation of hotel owners in the 
last war was subject to considerable | 
delay. As late as February, 1925, owners | 
of 15 hotels were still awaiting the com- 
pensation court’s decision. | 

The most important cases which arose | 
out of the question of compensation | 
were those involving the de Keyser hotel | 
and the Gordon hotels. Both organisa- | 
tions were awarded compensation for 
loss of goodwill and profits. 

Lord Moulton, in a statement in 1920 
referring to the de Keyser hotel case, 
said that the feeling that it was equit- 
able that burdens borne for the good of 
the nation should be distributed over 
the whole nation, and should not be} 
allowed to fall on particular individuals, 
had grown to be a national sentiment. 

Most of the compensation paid to 
hotels was made after the war, usually 
in the form of a lump sum.

Inv., planning to catch 5.4 p.m. train for Woodbridge, Suffolk, 
arrived at Liverpool Street Station, about an hour early, anticipating 
large crowds. (Friday, lst.) Was suprised to find station scarcely 
more crowded than normally, and such queues as there were very short. 
Enquiry sollicited the information that the time-tables had been 
somewhat altered, and that XMM Inv's train was scheduled to leave 
at another platform, and 7 minutes later than advertised. There plenty 
of notices advertising changes in trains, but Invés station was 
not mentioned specifically, and Inv. therefore commenced queueing 
needlessly.

hirty million people were trying to have a good 

holiday in 1946— probably more than double 

the number that went away annually before the 

war. But owing to requisitioning, enemy damage 

and the general scarcity of equipment, barely 

R, three-quarters of the accommodation available even 

for pre-war numbers could be used last summer by these thirty millions. 

In other words, every available bed had between two and three holiday- 
makers wanting to book it for the same time. 


The situation will be just as difficult in 1947. There will again be 
over-crowding at holiday places, with the enormous queues for food, 


entertainments and everything else, and the highly uncomfortable 
travelling. 


It is true that much of this congestion was an unavoidable result of the 
war, but there was another cause that might have been avoided. While 
more people than ever before went away in the early or late summer a very 
high proportion of the thirty million holiday-makers in 1946 still took their 
one or two weeks during the period from end July to mid-August. You 
can easily imagine how much would have been gained in elbow-room and 
general comfort if even another million or so people had gone away in 
June or September, and thus spread the demand for rooms over sixteen 
or so weeks, instead of about eight weeks. 


It would have meant cheaper holidays also for many people, for if hotel 
and boarding house proprietors can extend their season over four months, 


instead of having to cram everybody into July and August, they can afford 
to charge less. 


What about taking your holiday in June or September 
this time? 


There are difficulties, of course, and for many people July or August is the only 
possible month, but before you finally decide, look at the pros and cons. 


(a) You may be tied to a fixed works or town holiday at the peak season. 


More and more industries are giving a greater spread-over to their holiday periods, 
or closing down during one of the off-peak months. This tendency, which is fully supported 
both by the British Employers’ Confederation and the Trades Union Congress is likely 


to increase during 1947, and it is up to employers and workers themselves to encourage it. 


, IN JUNE OR SEPTEMBER ! 


(b) You have to go away while the school holidays are on. 


All schools have authority to allow you to keep your child away from school for a 
period of up to two weeks during actual term-time. School Certificate or other external 
school examinations held in July may prevent early summer holidays for some families, 
but don’t forget that the two weeks’ concession applies also to the term starting in September. 


(c) You don’t want to have a dull time. 


June and September are no longer ‘ off-season’ months. Holiday resorts want 
‘visitors for the longest possible season and already they are arranging full programmes 
for 1947 of all their attractions, not only to cover June to September, but, in many instances, 
May to October inclusive. You won’t find your favourite resort deserted in June or 
September, but you will stand the best chance of dodging over-crowding and discomfort, 
and avoiding high charges. The Ministry of Food is taking special care to see that all 
holiday towns have ample supplies for visitors in June and September. 


(d) Surely the weather's better in July or August? 


After the summer of 1946 no one is going to make confident prophecies about the 
weather. But records of past years show that your chances of good weather in June and 
September are at least as good as in any other month. Actually the average British rainfall 
since as far back as 1870 has been less in both June and September than in July or August. 
And don’t forget that in June you get the benefit of the longest daylight hours of the year. 


To sum up: 


Holiday-makers in June or September will find easier travelling, greater comfort, 
lower costs and at least as good weather. : 

Moreover, if we spread our enormous holiday traffic over at least four months of 
the year, we make it far easier for those who provide holiday facilities, and particularly 
the transport and catering undertakings to give us that good service upon which the success 
of all our holidays depends.

') A BRIEF DESCRIFTION OF THE CAMP. 


The camp divides into two sections: the dormitary and the main camp. 

The former occupies the lagger area, and may be picked out in the 
aerial photograph with the help of the map inside the cover of the 
programme. The chalets are arramged in twenty rows running back from 
the main camp to within two hundred yards vf the cliff edge, the rows 
being divided in half by the playing field behindgthe main camp car 
park, and in half again by a footpath crossing the playing field. Thus 
the chalets are grou ed in four quarters, each forming a 'House' with 
its own dining hall in the main camp. The chalets bordering the pdayingn’ 
fields are superior types designed for married couples, 


Butlin phil@pophy demands that the chalets should be relegated to the; 
background of the holidaymakers mind as the sleeping place to which he 
be regretfully forced to retire because the camp proper has closed down 
for the night, and granted this premise they serve adequately. They 
are brick fronted and properly tiled, warm, but insufficiently ventilated, 
and the walls dividing them from their three neighbours are anything but | 


The main camp lies between the chalets and the Filey road; its lay-out ' 
is made clear by the map in the programme, and needs no comment. As 
noted above, each camper is assigned te a ‘House’ each vf which has its ow! 
own dining hall, these are labelfed in the map with the names of the Houses 


The architecture is good: the main buildings are steel framed and 
cleanly designed, with fine large steel-framed windows; the swimming-po-l 
and its surroundings form a group of real merit, with fine sweeping 
lines to which the photograph in the enclosed set does less than justice; 
the fluwer-beds and lawns are first class. 


The camp is not all on one level, there is a drop of ten feet or so 
from the road to Windsor dining hall, and a corresponiding rise between 
Lake Side and Fark Dritve, while the area bordered by North Theatre Road, 


Fark Drive, South Theatre Road and Lake Side is raised still further 
(the slope of North Theatre Road is visible in the photograph labefled 
North Shopping Centre). This adds considerably to the architectural 
effectiveness. 
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UNTYPICALITY OF THE WEEK.(27th Sep.-4th Oct.). 


The week was abnormal in three respects. 


1) The number of visitors was rather less than half of average, 

thus all house competitions were two-sided instead of four-cornered, and 
only a reduced selection of attractions were available(e.g. one ballroom 
instead of two). This was a serious difficulty, as there is little 
doubt that there would be a radically different atmosphere at the 
normal competitions. 3 


2) The 'redcoats'were reduced in numbers, and suffering to some 
extent from end-of-season malaise. 


4) The weather was too cold for comfort out of doors. Many of the 
events, e.g. the "Holiday Lovelies' competition on Sunday,\were 
either cancelled or disorganised to some extent, and the scial flux 

around the Fool which appears to be a prominent feature of a normal 
week was entirely absent. 
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GENERAL SUMMARY AND COMMENTS. 


An attempt is made to give a unified«account without trying to 
separate subjective from objective judgements. 


Mr. Butlitfls boast is that he can provide a holiday for 
everyone; this is not qhite true, but sufficiently so for his 
purpose as those for whom his camps could have absolutely no 
appeal would consist of the completely ungregarious and those 
rare integrated personalities who are at peace with the world 
andknawexactly what they want to do. The latter type doesn't 
say 'I needa holiday: I could do with a change; I wonder..where 
I could go’ byt’! should like to go to China’, and goes. If he 
couldn't go he wouldn't think about it, but in any event he 
would treat the idea that Mr. Butlin knows what he would like 
t. do with the contempt which it very properly deserves. 


Regrettably, such people form a very, very, small.minority, 
and so for Butlin's essentially commercial purpose may be 
ignored, which they duly are, very properly. 


e may divide potential holidaymakers into two classes, those 
uader 25 and those not. To the first class belong the majority 
of unmarried people and those with a sufficient modicum of 
youthful energy to enjoy almost any holiday: their requirements 
are Simpler than those of the remainder, more easily predicted 
and more easily met: Sport; a short break from home life; 
opportunities for meeting members of the opposite sex. These 
are thimgs to be expected at a holiagay camp. The Butlin camps 
succeed in attracting large contingents from the other group 
however, and it is instructive to try to see why this is so. 


Let us consider the average man thinking about his holiday. 

He works for forty-nine weeks of the year with the same people, 
to some of whom he is junior and at the mercy of their temper, 
to some of whom he is senior and sensitive abomt their lakk of 
respect, with some of whom he is equal and competitive for 
promotion, at a job which is unlikely to occupy his heart and soul 
but very likely to take all his energy and leave him deflated 
and irritable by the end of the day. He is between twenty-five 
and fifty-five, with a wife and two children, an income just 
too small for comfort, and prospects disheartening in their 
uninspiring clarity. His wife, who lung ago discovered that 
two children are not an unmitigated joy, has her own troubles, 
too well known to repeat. He lives in a war-damaged society 
Which now half-heartedly rejects an anarchic but lively 

hte of self-interest and has at the same time no sense of 
communal effort, an industrial society with a dy ing hee ee 

of craftmanship. He is old enough | to remember better times' 
We might excuse him when he says 'I need a change’. 


FY 


If he does say this, then a Butlin camp is probably the place for 
him, providing as it does a planned, more fundamental, change than 
an ordinary seaside holiday. Consider what he will find at one of the 
camps:- 

(1) There are no continuous money worrys: the bill is paid on 


arrival, cofering all amusements. Sports (including the loan of 
necessary equipment), theatres, dances, swimsing, are all 'free!'. 


(2) The camp is compaet; evergthing is within easy walking 
distance. No longer does the holidaymaker spend an hour or so a 
day walking to and from.an inconveniently ,laced boarding-houde 
for.meals. 


(4) There are no rationing worregs; the food is good and the 
servkce excellent. 


(4) There is no need to bother about the children: a convenient 
'redcoat' takes them away and gives them a much better time than 
you could. (We were unable to find out exactly what was provided 
for the children, meeting no people who had actually brought 
childgeen. However we were told by a couple at our table that. 
friends off theirs' were coming to Butlin's to visit them, and 
bringing their children 'Who simply .adored the ;lace'.). 


(5) There is no need to bother about dignity, age, social 
position or past achievement, as the only thing that anyone 
really seems to care about in this whimsy world is getting more 
points for his house. This last thesis, with its echo of school 
playing fields, illuminates one aspect of the psychology 
underlying Butlin's design: devoid of worry, resposibilty and 
dignity the complete Butlin convert has become a child again: 
when the middle-aged man says that a Butlin holiday makes him 
feel ten years younger he is almost certainly making an 
understatement. 


Even when what has to be said on the debit side has been taken into 
account, (1)-(5) make out a powerful case, at any rate on paper. 
Moreover, with the exeption of (4), their attraction is effective 
for the younger group. (5) would appear to be the distinctive 
feature of a Butlin camp; (1), (2), (3), and (4) are Butlins 
Quiet, solid, achievement; (5) is his little stroke of genius, and 
its effect needs closer examination. 


Consider what the newcomer, arriving rather apprehensively at 
Butlin's camp will find; he will find in the redcoats a set of 
intelligent,well-spoken young men and women whose whole effort 
appears to be divided between getting house-points and indulging 
in horse-play in the manner of a Mack Sennet comedy. Beauty 
parades for the girls and a 'Knobbly Knees' contest for the men 
are held on the Sunday(after arrival on the Saturday); there is 


no shortage competitors-at least a third of the campers have been 


Lo 8 camp before-the rest laugh at the contestants and the antics of the |

redcoats, observe that everybody is treated with tact and 
good nature, and are mostly won over straight away. Thate 
is not to say that there is an immediate rush to j.in in all 

the competitions, or that little groups stand about discussing 
the latest House position with bated breath: far from it, the 
majority are simply content to sit and watch the fun; the Fancy 
Dress Parade on the Wednesday, for example, conjures up a memory 
of rows of family groups in the Viennese Balroom just sitting 
and watching, quietly, good-humouredly, but ratner blankly. 

The people don't actually accept the premises held ut to then, 
but there is a suspension of disbelief sufficient to give them 
a sense of communal effort and general mateyness which makes all 
the difference to their h@liday. The camp transport, the interior 
decoration, and some of the architecture all have,about them an 
air of phantasy helping to maintain the illusionbhote, for example, 
the photographs of the buildings in the children's playground 
(motifs of a similar character were used for buildings so prosaic 
as a beer store!) and the absurd Viennese Bar. 


Once this psychological conquest has been made, a slackening 
of self-concioasness and reserve follows automatically. The dégree 
of 'conversion' varies considerably from individual to individual, 
and it must be emphasised thaté@it is quite small in general: the 
picture sometimes painted of a set of solemn, suspicious, inhibited 
people arriving, anda set of slap-happy, healthy, gloriously 
carefree, 100% Butlinites leaving is distinctly wide of the mark; 
the vital thing is that some progress is made with everybody, giving a. 
social atmosphere more healthy &ahan the norm. The improvement, 
however small, is real enough to impress any newcomer. 


The importance of (1) may now be gaugeds by making it 
unecessary forcdtheihodidaymakerete dip intothis pocket all the 
time,it is ensured that the fact that Mr. Butlin and his minions 
are not in business for their health is discre¢¥@ly pushed into the 
background, and at the same time that the economic benifits of 
socialism are conferred on the camper. It is understood that 
during the most popular months shows of quite a different order 
from the usual sea-side varieties are put on, ranging from the 
products of the Ilford Hippodrome to those of the Royal Albert 
Hall. When present sea-side charges are placed against those 
of Butlin, itiwill be seen that the client gets excellent value 
for his money. 


Finally, it will be recalled that something was to be said 
against a Butlin holiday. Two points will be made:-

(1) Lack of solitude. Jeople are everywhere, everything done 
at the camp is done among a crowd. In the absense of an unusual 
affection for people in the mass this is rather wearimg. 


(2) The holiday is essentially a trivial one, and adds nothing 

of an enduring nature to the camper's experience. It must be 
remembered that it is a prefabricated holiday; the sports facilities; 
the competitions; the hearty atmosphere are all thoughtfully 
provided Bbyrthe management, As a result relations between people 
tend to suffer from the same synthetic quality; ita@is easy to strike 
up a caspual conversation with somebody, to find out what tieir job 
is and where they come from, but that is all; the chancesof any 
significant brush with other personalities is much reduced. At the 

same time the sheer abundance of available amusements drys up the 
camper's own inventiveness: as an illustration, at a normal holiday 
simple boredom might drive a hvulidaymaker to, say, visit a local 
abbey and thereby stimulate an anrnchitettural interest which he 
never knew he had; or perhaps to take a stroll through the working 
quarter of his sea-side town and get an accidental insight into 
their lives; nothing like that could conceivably happen at Butlin's. 
(It is an objection on something like these grounds which probably 


is at the back of complaints about'regimentation', as of regimentation 
in the sense of compulsion there is none.). 


(2) is a deeper objection, and could be summed up by saying that 
a Butlin holiday is a phantasy holiday. So long as the predominant 
underlying mood of the people is one of indecision and foreboding 
the Butlin camps may be expected to flourish. If the mood changes 
to one of determined effort and a belief that difficulties can be 
overcome we may expect their attraction to fall away.

The general emphasis @n the main types of locality in 
these two surveys is strikingly similar - bndeed, the only 
difference at all likely to be of any significance is the 
appearance of new holiday-ideas in 1947 which did not oceur

Young peoole and the two lower class groups raise more difficulties than the 
Older generation and the middle class. Yinancial diff iculties are rmAised twice 
as often by the young as the old, more than twice as often by the unskilled 
working class as by the artisan class (middle class people barely raise them 
at all). 

Asked specifically about their methods of paying for their holidays, 61% of 
the working class, 51% of the artisans, but only 14 of the middle class 

said they saved up during the year. Conversely, 36% of the working class, 
29% of the artisans, andegm of the middle class said they sometimes had dif- 
ficulty in getting together enough money for @ holiday.

Grumbles and suggestions may be taken together from the 
point of view of holiday-dissatisfactions.

V. TYPES OF HOLIDAY 


a. Holiday Camps. 


The rapid rise in popularity of Holid&y Camps during the 
past few years has been one of the most striking of post-war 
social stiendanitii, Butlins Camps especially, with their unfamiliar 
rituals and elaborate organisation, have been the subject of 
lengbhy discussion and description in sociological papers, serious , 
literary and political journals, and in the popular press. A 
feature film set in a Holiday Camp was released a short while 
ago, and camps have been featured in B.B.Ce programnes. This 


August Jane of the Daily Mirror was presented at a Holiday camp: 


after a few days the cartoonist inserted a notice saying that 
enquiries as to the whereabouts of the camp could not be answered. 
According to a B.I.P.0. poll 17 % of the lower income group 
planned to stay in holiday camps for their holidays this year, 
double the number found in a similar poll in 196. This year 
Butlin's camps alone will cater for well over half a million 
camper-weeks. 

Holiday camps on the pressnt scale are a rapid postwar 
growth. Most people have heard ma ny, often contradictory, 
things said about them Relatively few have yet been to one. 
Among our sample only 8 % had been at a camp at any time, but 
82 % were willing to express generalised or specific opinion 
of them. It is not surprising, then, that these opinions are 
offen flatly contradictory in regard t> factual detail. Juxta- 


posed, some remarks show the general confusion about what a 


holiday camp is really like. Thus, one person complains}

b. Going Abppad. 


When asked how they felt about going abwgad rather more 
than half of the sample said immédéately that they would like 
to goe But this must be compared with the much smaller number

real holiday. The latter figure ( b % ) is an index of the 
existing unsatisfied demand; the former (55 %) of the pote 
ential demand, under Conditions Amilar to the_present,. 

Set differences were negligdle, but there were major 
class and age differences. 81% of the middle class said they 
would like to go abroad for a holiday; 67 % of the artisan 
class; only 47 % of the working class. 47 % of the over-lO's 
said they would like to go; 62 % of the younger generation. 

People who did want to go were usually emphatic in their

Such positive resistances come from a substantial minority, 
and to them must be added another minority of indifference and 
disinterest.

Very roughly, from the indications 
of this material, indifference or positive resistance exists 
among the three main social classes in a ratio of) 1 .o t Re, 
(middle : artisan : working). Such indications mst be taken 
at their very limited fa®e value. Views are conditioned by the 
unfamiliarity and inachievability of the of—tke idea, and 
might readily change if travel became much easier and cheaper. 
Those who had not already made it clear that they did not want 
to go abroad were asked whether they'd like to go if it was 
not expensive. Four of of five said "yes" with little class 
difference. On the other hand the immsadiate response of

are significmt. In informal interviewing of this sort it is not possible to 
standardise the extent to which investigators encourage tggbr subjects to talk, 
so that the actual mumber of points raksed may vary from/investigatorskaxinx- 
‘Sabbgabesa results to another's. However, the relative frequency with which 
each point is raised is not dependent on this factor of rapport and interview 
|intensity. Providing no leads are given, and it is of course fundamental to the 
whole technique that they should not be, relative stresses are independent of 
uncontrollable variations between investigators. But one of the reasons why 
informal interviewing, and even formal ly-worded “open-end” questions which alaw 
pag degree of free comment from the respendent, are nowadays so seldom used 
,in Opinion research, is that the statistical results have no precige absolute 


implication. The advantage of the informal method, or the "open-end" question is 
that they do give an index of the relative importance ff peoples’ minds of a 
wide range of contributory factors. Thus it wuld have been possible in this 
Case to ask people whether they preferred inland or seaside holidays, or to stay 
at home; in that case & majority would have expressed @ Clearcut preferace and 
@ minority(probably a small one) would have said they didn't mind, didn't know, er 
preferred some other kind of holiday such as a cruise. The various attributes of 
a holiday could have been listed and people asked to say which they felt to he m@st 
important in their ideal holiday; in that case there would very likely have been 
@ mach higher all-round vote than that obtained by the informal method, and poss- 
ibly considerable differences of stress. Thi ge fhe would enable us to ségte 
that such and such a percentage of tam people/prefer the seaside for their holiday, 
or that such and such @ percentage e@pxkxd&ax excitement an ismortant facter. The 
informal method provides an index of relative spontaneous stress, while the forma 
method gives an index of premeditated absolute choice. The difference might be 
compared with the difference between asking a person "How are you f¥eling today # 
and punctuating his remarks with sympathetic noises when he shows signs of dis- 
continuing them - and asking "Do you feel wery well, fairly well, not very well, 
or unwell today 7" and recordinz his choice. The former question will give us the 
best idea of the rekative emohasis people lay on their various synptoms of of good 
and ill health; the latter them best absolute index of the proportion of people 
who considr their heakékcke state of health to lie within each of the four given 
categories.

Broadly speaking, Mass-Ubservation tries to Ue the seQuence of approaches 
used in ordinary social intercourse in its use of question-and-ansWer techniques. 
In normal conversation with saneone whose ideas are not already familiar, one wokks 
from the general to the particularx rather than vice versa -- for instance, few 
people would ask a stranger to whom they were introduced "Are you Socialist,Libenmal,

Ve TYPES OF HOLIDAY 


a. Holiday Camps. _ 


The rapid rise in popularity of Holiday Camps during the 
past few years has been one of the most striking of post-war 
social ‘sitedibina, Butlins Camps especially, with their unfamiliar 
rituals and elaborate organisation, have been the subject of 
lenghhy discussion and description in sociological papers, serious , 
literary and political journals, and in the popular press. A 
feature film set in a Holiday Camp was released a short while 
ago, and camps have been featured in B.B.Ce programmes. This 


August Jane of the Daily Mirror was presented at a Holiday camp: 


after a few days the cartoonist inserted a notice saying that 
enquiries as to the whereabouts of the camp could not be answered. 
According to a B.I.P.0O. poll 17 % of the lower income groug 
planned to stay in holiday camps for their holidays this year, 
double the number found in a similar poll in 1946. This year 
Butlin's camps alone will cater for well over half a million 
camper-weeks. 

Holiday camps on the pressnt scale are a rapid postwar 
growthe Most people have heard ma ny, often contradictory, 
things said about them Relatively few have yet been to one. 
Among our sample only 8 % had been at a camp at any time, but

The qualities most often wanted in a holiday are; rest and retaxation; 
contrast and change; exci ement and gaity. Both today and before the 
war the stress on lack of compulsory activity and routine; lying around;
